A story is told of a brave girl v.dio saved a 
train from being wrecked, and scores of lives 
from being lost by her couraj^eous conduct in 
emergency. 

It was on the evening of the 6tl. of July, 
i88l, when, just after dark, the severest stcrni 
of wind and rain ever known in that part of 
the country took place. In an hour's time 
Des Moines river had risen six feet, and the 
creeks running irrto it were overflowing their 
banks. Looking through her window she 
saw the headlight, of a locomotive. In a ma- 
ment it disappeared. She.sdid not hear the 
crash which its fall must have occasioned, on 
account of the terrible noise of the storm; 
bitt she knew at once that the bridge had 
broken, and that the locomotive, with the 
train atached to it. b?d pliinged :r.t--i Jhe 
chasm below. Then she thought how siirelj'^ 
the people in that wrecked train would perish 
unless help reached" them speedily. She kntw 
also that an express train would soon be due 
there, and unless warned in t4me of the brok- 
en bridge, it v.'Otilcl pltjnge liuio trie deep 
chasm and be dashed to pieces. Her father 
was awav from home, and there was no one 
to help her. If anythi:;g w&s to be d^nc si;:; 
must do it herself. Out she started in the 
stotm to go to the nearest railway station, 
about a mile distant. In making this perilo;;? 
journey, it was necessary for her to cross the 
trestle bridge over the river, which was abottt 
five hundred feet long'. Just as she trem- 
blingly stepped on this bridpp the storm wns 
beating against her so furiously that she near- 
ly lost her balance. 'Dropping down on her 
hands and Kjiecs she crawled from lie to tie 
across that bridge, and on reaching the other 
side, ran the shorn distance that remained, and 
r.pon readied ihe siation. Ihere she told the 
story of the broken bridge, and asked that 
help might be sent ta'people on the wrecked 
train, mid warning give'n to the approaching 
express. Then she fainted ^nd' lell insensible 
on the station floor. 

The passengers were saved from being 
hurled to destruction because that girl real- 
ized her responsibility. She was tlW onl" one 
■,vho knew of the broken bridge, and timid 
and young as she was, her's was the task to 
give the tvarning. 

A similar responsibility rests upon ail who 
have received tlie dreadful knowledge that 
the unconverted masses are fast hastening to 
destruction. They . must be warned, they 
must be helped front llie awful doom that lies 
ahead of them.

When in Scarborough, Sir JOTdan Cross- 
laoKS sent nj.fn the following quaint message: 
" I hope you will not he ^o -urcivil a.^ nw to 
call and see me and my wife." So George 



went, and was eiitertainca most kind'v by his 
former jailer. 

During his tour he felt that the ti.ne vj^ 
novr come when he might consider his i,-i<ir- 
riage with Margartrt F^ll. The msttcr waS 
laid before various Quakers, " both privately 
and publicly,"_we are tol'd, and then Mar- 
garet's children, all of whom were now g^rown 
up, were consulted, and a-y the majority agreed 
tiat it was the Lord'swill, the wedding took 
place at Broadrnead meeting-house. The 
place was -crowded, and the greate.iit interest 
w-as taken in both Margaret and George A 
certificate relating the circumstancci oi the 
wedding was signed by more than ninety 
witnesses! Margaret Fell was ten years older 
than George Fox, She was fifty when she 
married him. 

The newly-married couple atayed ;i week 
at Bristol, then they went on together to Old- 
stone and there took " leave of each other in 
the Lord " and separated, George going on 
a preac'ning- tour to London, and l'ilarii;artt 
back to Swarthmore and her work of assi.'ting 
the Northern Quakers. 

On arriving home after his tour, Gcorije was 
met with the news that his wife had been 
" haled out of her house and carried io Lan- 
caster prison on an old -charge." Hack to 
London he posted, holding meetings at the 
■different towns he passed on the way, and 
sent two of Margaret's children on 10 ^a the 
king and get an order for her release. Thi^ 
order was difficult to procure, and it v.as only 
after maify visits to Whitehall that they it 
last sueceeded, and Margaret wa.s at liberty. 

The -year 1670 saw'the final passing of what 
was known as the Conventile Act. This .'^ct 
limited all meetings outside the Chiirch of 
England to the number of five! If six met 
together they could be arresite<l, tried and 
sentenced by the justice who lived in the 
neighbcrhbod. Informers v ere rewarded for 
teihng oi such gattierings, and as the Quakers 
Scorned Either Subterfuge or Resistance 
■tbev were an ea.'iy prey, No sooner v/as the 
Act m force ithan persecution broke oiit again 
with redoubled energy. The historian. Hal- 
lam," says in his " -Constitutional History_ 

blooded persecution had been inflicted by the 
late powers, even in -the ferment and lur>' ol 
a civil war!" , . ^ i 

" The firmness -r.d patier.ce oi the Quakers 
iiimeetine this storm," writes a Quaker at 
this thncP'^zs of great benefit to 'heir re- 
ligious professioni being at once a .testimony 
to their innocence and integrity, ana a nooic 
assertion of the right of liberty of conscience.

Booth; statesmen and great 
fraldicis iiuerviLW him ; church idigtiitaries 
and agnostics alike praise him : his name is 
loudly canvassed in circles where a few years 
ago it lired the facile sneer ; rich men setk his 
doors with gifts of money ; poor men put their 
hope in him; philanthropists hail him as their 
caftain, and lie has been announced on all 
sides as a n.ew savior of societi'. Yet, a little 
over thirtv vears .^go tliis same jnan -was

Whitechapel. bleeding and mud-stained, pen-. 
niless and friendless, and for the whole of that 
period has rarely been treated by 'the v.-orld. at 
largt as ar.vthlnt; br-lier liian a crack-brained 
fanatic, a mere low sensationmonger.and en- 
thiisiast. Is it kick wiiich has thus suddenly 
made iiini the observed of all observers ? 
There is no such thing as luck in' any ■'.\'orld 
over which God presides. ^Vhat, then, i.s the 
secret? It is purpose — a fixed, (".nswervihg 
purpose. 

The- great victories which men-praise are- 
always won first. in a man's soul.

Are you in the thick bf the fight-,, where the 
crossis heaviest, but where Jesus isnearcst, 
or are vou on the outskirts of the frav, .walk- 
ing with those who arc nciither " cold nor 
hc't" for your Lord, and pleading- thaitj'Our 
health is indifferent, or that your circum- 
stances are unfortunate, or that your friends 
arc opposed, while others are trampling upon 
every hiiaia-n- consideratioxt; are turning a 
blind eye and a deaf ear for the fascinations 
and bcscechings of time, and out of the broad' 
field where millions perish, are proying by 
'the very cross they carry, its power and its 
-attraction to win thousands for the crown? 



Here is an illustration of the kind of cqn- 
sccfation^tha't is to say, the 'surrender — that 
God wants': . 

A. long 'time back, in Britain, there was 
a v/ar- bctv.'Ecn the king and his parliament^ 
and the greater part of the nation took tlw 
side of the parliament, and the king was sore- 
ly pressed.
